1943 SEASON 


With only two crops of foals racing *Bahram was _ second 
among England's leading sires in 1940. He was third in 1941, and 
he is fourth this year. e was leading sire of 2-year-olds in 1941. 

*Bahram sired five winners from eight foals in his first crop, 
including the stakes winners Great Truth, Queen of Shiraz (Irish 
Oaks), Turkhan (Irish Derby, St. Leger substitute, etc., second in 
New Derby), and The Druid. His second crop included the stakes 
winner Bura. His 11 winners in the third crop included the stakes 
winners Shah Rookh, Birikan, Mah Iran, and Big Game (unbeaten 
at two, 1941, and winner of Two Thousand Guineas and Champion 
Stakes, 1942), and Hasty Shot which placed in stakes. *Bahram’s 
1942 2-year- Olds include the stakes winners Extravagance and 
Whirlaway, and Baman, Bahershah, Babylon, and Flowerdale, all 
placed in stakes. This year *Bahram has seven winners of 14 
races and £3,897%, in England. 

*Bahram, unbeaten, was placed at the top of the Free Handi- 
cap in his 2- and 3-year-old seasons, best horse of each season. 
He was a stakes winner of $215,430. 


Head Play in his four crops of racing age has shown he gets 
race horses which have real class. In his first crop were five foals, 
three of which have won and the other two placed. The three win- 
ners include the stakes winner Tola Rose (beating Whirlaway, 
Swing and Sway, etc., 1 3/16 miles in 1:5645, new track record). 
Six of 12 foals in his second crop have won, and three other start- 
ers all placed. 

Head Play sired 15 foals in his third crop and all are winners. 
This season 17 of 22 2-year-olds have started and nine are winners 
to date of 15 races and $11,425 (first monies). He has 19 other 
winners of 44 races and $69,845 (first monies) this year. 

As a race horse Head Play was a stakes winner of 14 races and 
$109,315. He won Cincinnati Trophy, Hawthorne Juvenile Handi- 
cap, Preakness Stakes, San Antonio, San Juan Capistrano, Bay 
Meadows, Suburban Handicaps, was second in Kentucky Derby, 
American Derby, and third in Wood Memorial, Latonia Derby, and 
Maryland Handicap. He raced against top horses. 


*Quatre Bras II retired to the stud in 1936, and has a high 
percentage of winners from his first crops to race. In his first 
crop, 2-year-olds of 1939, were nine winners from 11 foals, includ- 
ing the stakes winners Robert E. Lee and Dotted Swiss. From 
his second crop of 18 foals he sired 13 winners, including the 
stakes winner Arms of War. Seven of 14 2-year-olds of 1941 have 
won, and five of 11 foals which became 2-year-olds in 1942 have 
won eight races and $7,500 (first monies) to date. He has 22 
other winners of 67 races and $44,172 (first monies) this year. 

*Quatre Bras II was a stakes winner in France and the United 
States. He is a full brother to *Sir Gallahad III and *Bull Dog, 
both among the most prominent sires in America each season. 


*Chrysler II entered the stud in England in 1938, and made 
his first American season in 1941. His first get here are foals of 
1942 and show promise. 

*Chrysler II did not race as a 2-year-old. He was a winner at 
three, four, five, and six, and won in both France and England. 
As a 3-year-old he won at 1's miles in France. At four he won 
Salisbury Cup (11. miles), was third in Melbourne Stakes. At five 
*Chrysler II won the Babraham Stakes (1!) miles), Waldegrave 
Stakes (2 miles), Alexandra Handicap (1's miles), Final Stakes 
(11, miles), placed in other stakes, and as a 6-year-old he won 
Durham Handicap, second in Ellesmere Stakes, third in Coronation 
Cup.

Yearlings Sold 
Auction 1942 


NLY once since 1913 has the average price 

paid for yearlings sold by auction in North 
America dropped below that of 1942. That was in 
the bleak year of 1932, when racing was at a 
rather low ebb, even aside from the national de- 
pression, when there was no legal racing in Cal- 
ifornia, no tracks in New England or in several 
states which now have well established racing. 
Perhaps the figures have no necessary relation- 
ship, but it is worth noting that in 1932, when the 
total purse distribution amounted to $10,082,757, 
about 5.3 per cent of this amount went to the 
purchase of yearlings. In 1942, when distribution 
will be very near $18,000,000 the yearling total is 
less than 4 per cent. 

The tendency has been generally to put the 
blame on the war. Yet for racing 1942 has been a 
banner year; increases elsewhere have largely 
taken up the slack occasioned by the cancella- 
tions in California; purses generally have been 
higher; betting never reached as great a volume. 
Against this were fear, uncertainty, rising taxes, 
doubt regarding 1943, problems of transportation. 
That these tipped the balance entirely is open to 
doubt. Yearling prices have been dropping gen- 
erally since 1937, while racing has been growing 
steadily more popular. It seems a tenable opinion 
that the war merely threw its weight into scales 
which were already tipping downward. There 
are too many horses and too many ways of get- 
ting horses without buying them as yearlings. 

At Saratoga and Lexington, where 885 of the 
total of 1,065 yearlings were sold, the drop was 
nearly identical. Saratoga’s market was off 43 
per cent, that at Lexington 40 per cent. In Mary- 
land’s and California’s minor markets, there was 
another uniform drop but a much more severe 
one, about 74 per cent in each case. In California 
this could be accounted for by the cancellation 
of racing and by the consequent disappearance of 
the California-bred races which have done so 
much to sustain the market there. In Maryland 
the number of yearlings offered is so small (31 
head in 1941, 37 head this year) that variations 
in the quality of the offerings are inevitable and 
considerable. This is also true of the markets 
listed as “others,” largely Canauian, where num- 
bers are small and year-by-year variation is ex- 
pected. These ‘others’’ dropped only 19 per cent, 
but this figure is perhaps without significance. 

There were a few numerical changes also. 
Saratoga, with 485 yearlings sold, had the small- 
est number since 1936. A decrease in Saratoga 
yearlings is nearly always matched by an in- 
crease at Lexington, since it means generally 
that breeders have culled a little more carefully 
and have kept at home a few more which in other 
years would have gone to the larger market. In 
1942 this was obvious; there were 400 yearlings 
at Lexington, the largest number since the Fasig- 
Tipton Company began sales at its new head- 
quarters there in 1929. There was a trifling over- 
all reduction, the two combined markets offering 
885 yearlings in 1942, 899 in 1941. For all mar- 
kets the over-all reduction was also trifling, drop- 
ping just seven head from the 1,072 sold in 1941.

*Blenheim II, which led the list of stallions with 
respect to the average price paid for their get in 
1939 and 1940, returned to the top of the list in 
1942, five head by him selling for an average of 
$4,320. This was, however, a drop of approxi- 
mately $1,000 from the average paid for his year- 
lings last season, when he was third on the list. 
*Rhodes Scholar was next; of the three yearlings 
sold from him one was imported, the other two 
were imported in utero, as his first crop of foals 
from matings made in America came this year. 
*Sir Gallahad III, which is perennially near the 
top, was third. War Admiral, sending his first 
crop to the sales, was fourth. It is worthy of 
note that of the 20 stallions which averaged

The proportion between colts and fillies in the 
national market does not vary greatly by years. 
In 1942 fillies made up 48 per cent of the total, a 
figure which has not varied more than one per 
cent in the last three years. At Saratoga alone 
fillies accounted for 40 per cent of the number, 
and this figure also has not varied more than one 
per cent for four years. The filly average at 
Saratoga was down 38 per cent, while the colts 
dropped 48 per cent. This is of doubtful signifi- 
cance, as the filly market was already dispropor- 
tionately low, and drastic decreases usually come

New Year's Resolution 


N this the last issue of the year THE BLOOpD- 

HORSE publishes, according to its annual cus- 
tom, the complete list of yearlings sold by public 
auction in 1942. For retrospect and prospect this 
annual summary is of considerable interest to 
many breeders of Thoroughbreds, and it is per- 
haps as good a summary of the year as any sta- 
tistical list will afford. It reflects at once the 
overproduction of race horses, the essential cheap- 
ness of standard caused by too much reliance 
upon claiming races, and the fears brought about 
by America’s participation in a war which dwarfs 
all other wars. 

Almost inevitably, when the breeder looks at 
summaries of yearling sales, his mind turns to 
the question of stallion fees. The fact that sale 
prices compare unfavorably in so many instances 
with the fees involved has demonstrated that stal- 
lion fees were too high. This is the truth, per- 
haps, but not the whole truth. By the same 
standard, the yearling prices of 1942, production 
costs were too high. More than a thousand year- 
lings were sold at auction this year, and the av- 
erage return to the breeder was certainly less 
than the average cost of production, not including 
the stallion fees. 

Since breeders cannot, by individual choice, 
lower the cost of production appreciably, they 
have lowered the cost of stallion services. Whether 
fees have been lowered sufficiently is probably 
being debated in some quarters. With us the 
question has never seemed debatable. The fee 
for a stallion is the business of the owner of the 
stallion; if he wants customers he sets the fee low 
enough to get them, if he doesn’t he sets the price 
high enough to show that he proposes to get along 
anyway. Whether he proceeds wisely or unwisely, 
he has no obligation to see that the owner of the 
mare is assured of a profit from her foal. Ina 
world of rising prices and rising expenses it must 
be a rather bitter experience for the owner of a 
genuinely good sire to accept less money for his 
services not because the horse’s apparent worth

has lessened but simply because there are so 
many worse horses available. 

It isn’t stallion fees which present the breeder's’ 
main problem. It is the disproportion between 
production costs and sale prices. Production costs 
cannot be lowered appreciably while the present 
inflation continues—and it will necessarily con- 
tinue for some time. The half-hearted attempts 
of the Government to control it are like a twine 
lead-shank on a dinosaur. So, if the breeder 
wishes to reduce losses, he has one method of 
aoing so, by reducing his breeding operations. 

Many breeders appear unwilling to face this 
problem realistically. They tell themselves that 
if they hold on to their mares, prices will go up 
eventually. This is not reasoning, but wishing. 
Actually, if they hold on to their mares, prices 
will not go up. At least a third of the Thorough- 
bred broodmares in America today would con- 
tribute more to the world’s welfare as horse-meat 
than as breeding material for race horses. And, 
costs of maintenance being what they are, we 
would like to persuade the owners of those mares 
that they can purchase better mares two years 
hence for less money than it will take to keep 
them two years. 

That is a thought for breeders to dwell upon 
before the opening of the 1943 breeding season. 
Let them count costs and estimate returns. Let 
them remember that Thoroughbred prices are not 
down because of the war, but in spite of it, for 
war brings higher prices. Let them remember 
that unless there is curtailment of production, and 
drastic curtailment, prices are never going to rise 
to the point where the market breeder has a fair 
chance to show a profit on his operations. 

On this optimistic note we turn to wish our 
readers a Merry Christmas and a Happy New 
Year. We hope that the new year will be accom- 
panied by a resolution to act upon the principle 
that one broodmare is better than two. 

Failing this, we shall firmly expect someone to 
propose a Federal law providing that at least one 
race a day at each track shall be limited to year- 
lings sold by public auction.

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The Story 
Clifford 


HEN Bramble retired to the stud at Gen. W. 
W H. Jackson’s Belle Meade Stud, near Nash- 
ville, he was of course very well thought of. 
Eugene Leigh, apparently buying on General 
Jackson's account, had paid $8,000 for him, get- 
ting him from the Dwyer Brothers. But he was 
not a prepossessing stallion, and when the re- 
nowned Iroquois came to Belle Meade in 1886, 
he was at once head of the stud. For one thing, 
General Jackson had paid $20,000 for him, which 
accounts for a good deal of regard. 

But in one man’s mind, at least, Bramble was 
the better of the two, and it was his influence 
which produced Bramble’s greatest sons. This 
was the famous trainer Eugene Leigh, who 
ended his days in France in 1933, with his name 
linked most closely with *Epinard, which he 
trained for Pierre Wertheimer. In 1889, General 
Jackson was determined to breed the *Leaming- 
ton mare Duchess to Iroquois, but Leigh outtalked 
him, aided by Bramble’s groom, and Duchess went 
to Bramble. Three years later Leigh sent his own 
mare Roseville, to Bramble, which he had bought 
for $4,000 and brought to Kentucky in the in- 
terim. The result of the first mating was Clif- 
ford, the result of the second Ben Brush. Leigh 
trained both of them through part of their careers, 
and it is disturbing to speculate on the fate of the 
great line of *Bonnie Scotland had Leigh lacked 
either faith or ability. 

Ben Brush, of course, carried on, while the 
line of Clifford is no longer extant, his name ap- 
pearing only occasionally in modern pedigrees 
as sire of some of the mares in them. But, ac- 
cording to Leigh, Clifford was the best—‘The 
best race horse I ever saw until 20 years later 
in France I saw Sardanapale” was the way he 
put it. 

Duchess was worthy of being the dam of such 
a son. As a 2-year-old she had won the Post 
Stakes at Sheepshead Bay, and the Sapling 
Stakes at Monmouth Park, and at three she won 
the Ladies’ Stakes at Jerome Park, the Mermaid 
Stakes at Sheepshead Bay, and the Monmouth 
Oaks and West End Hotel Stakes at Monmouth. 
At four she won the Westchester Handicap. 

Clifford was one of 44 yearlings which were 
sold at Belle Meade on April 27, 1891, and not 
one of the more promising ones. Most interested 
in him were Leigh and W. J. Cherry, a Nash- 
ville horseman, and in order to avoid bidding 
against each other they tossed a coin for Clif- 
ford. Cherry won the toss, and in the sale got 
the yearling for $900. To estimate his place in 
the sale, it may be noted that the general aver- 
age was $1,084, of the 25 colts offered it was 
$1,234, and of the six colts by Bramble it was 
$992. 

Cherry went out of racing shortly afterward, 
and the Bramble—Duchess yearling passed to 
Clifford Porter, a Lexington horseman who dealt 
in horses and raced a few himself. He gave his 
own name to the yearling, and he may have 
experienced some difficulty in getting him ready,

for he did not start until September 5, at La- 
tonia, where he came out for a 414-furlong 
maiden race, carrying 114 pounds, including four 
pounds overweight. He had worked well and 
was favorite, but managed to win from Say On 
by only a nose, with Little Cad and eight others 
strung out behind him. It was his only start at 
two, and a little later Leigh bought him for 
$4,000. 

In this deal he was operating in partnership 
with Robert L. Rose, whose principal occupa- 
tion was bookmaking. Charles H. (Trainer) 
Hughes had a contract which provided that he 
train all horses in which Rose had an interest, 
and he took over Clifford. Through the horse's 
3-year-old season, however, Trainer Hughes was 
absent from the stable for a considerable period, 
and the training was chiefly in Leigh’s hands. 

Before he got to the races, again, however, 
Clifford had another owner for a very brief time. 
If anyone could have discovered his identity at 
the time, Leigh stood ready to pay him $500. 
For in January 1892, shortly after the purchase, 
someone stole Clifford out of his stable. As 
Trainer Hughes remembers it, the thief rode 
him as far as Paris (about 18 miles), where 
the horse became too sore to travel, not being 
shod. So the thief turned Clifford into the first 
available field and went on afoot, and Clifford 
was duly recovered a few days later. It should 
be noted that there are at least three versions 
of this episode, but the actual theft and recovery 
are well authenticated. 
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Clifford began his 3-year-old season (1893) at 
Lexington May 5, in a 71!.-furlong purse race, was 
ingloriously left at the post by Starter Jack 
Chinn, and finished unplaced. His next start 
was for the 14%-mile Phoenix Stakes, and he 
won it with no great difficulty from Judge Cald- 
well, Beatifice, and four more, over a heavy 
track. He moved to Louisville next and ran for 
two purses, beating the favored Tulla Blackburn 
a neck in the first, despite a disadvantage both 
in age and weight, but losing in the other by a 
nose to Lady Bess, which got 16 pounds. 

Latonia was the next stop, and Clifford picked 
up three in succession there, at six furlongs, a 
mile, and a mile and a furlong. Most important 
was the third of these, the Latonia Spring Prize, 
on June 20, in which he shouldered 129 pounds, 
picked up the pacemaking Deceiver (107) in 
the stretch, winning by two lengths from Plutus 
(120) with Deceiver third. The race was worth 
$2,630, the richest he had won to that date. 

Clifford’s next start was in one of the best- 
known races of the ‘nineties, that notorious 
American Derby in which a field of 15 milled 
about for a solid 90 minutes before Starter C. H. 
Pettingill (whose fame seems to rest on this 
start and that of the Upset-Man o’ War race) 
got them off to his satisfaction. According to 
legend, during most of this hour and a half 
Snapper Garrison stood with a foot on the out- 
side rail, taking his weight off Boundless, while 
the others carried their full burden through- 
out. At all events, St. Leonards was off fast to 
take the lead, Clifford just behind him. Garrison 
staged what was hardly a genuine Garrison 
finish, dropping Boundless on them early in the 
stretch and then drawing away to win by six 
lengths from St. Leonards, with Clifford third. 
Behind were Aldebaran, Chorister, Plutus, In- 
gomar, Don Alonzo, the filly Tryo, and some 
others. 

Ten days later Clifford was third again, under 
125 pounds, in the Sheridan Stakes, beaten by 
Ingomar (112) and Tyro (115), with six other 
starters behind him, and a week later the older 
Sweet Blossom and the lightly weighted 3-year- 
old Union beat him for a purse. This was all at 
Washington Park, and in August Clifford moved 
over to Hawthorne and began a string of victories 
which stretched to 11. A horse could have aged 
perceptibly at Hawthorne that year; the meeting 
ran until December 2, for a total of 112 racing 
deys. 

Clifford began with six-furlong purses and 
won four of them, under weights ranging from 
104 to 120 pounds, meeting older horses in most 
of them; the best of these was on September 5, 
when he gave weight and a sound beating to 
Boundless, Tyro, and four others. Then he went 
up to seven furlongs, under 121 pounds, and beat 
the 3-year-old Verdant (100) and the older Ivan- 
hoe (103). He was in for a stakes at a mile on 
September 12, but no opposition materialized and 
he walked over. He beat Tyro again at seven 
furlongs on September 16, giving her 33 pounds. 
He had 129 pounds for the Des Plaines Handicap 
(1%, m.) on September 18, and won very easily 
from Ingomar (116) and Tyro (100). He beat 
older horses easily in a one-mile purse September 
23, and gave Tyro 39 pounds for the Melrose 
Handicap (1% m.) on September 26 and beat 
her three lengths. He had 133 pounds for the 
Forest Handicap September 28, but apparently 
this wasn’t enough, for he had another walkover. 

So the handicapper at Hawthorne jumped him 
a blunt seven pounds for the 114,-mile Austin 
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Handicap October 14, and Clifford went out 
under 140 for the first and only time. Two older 
horses, Dungarvan (104) and Patrick (112), 
beat him easily. Then he won a purse at a mile, 
and on October 30 came up for the richest race 
he ever won, the Special Sweepstakes, worth 
$7,000 to the winner. 

This had been prepared for to some extent 
two days earlier, when the crack 4-year-old 
Yo Tambien had beaten the first-class Lamp- 
lighter, also a 4-year-old, in a nine-furlong match. 
These two and Clifford met in the Special at 
114 miles, the track adding $5,000, the owners 
putting up $1,000 each. It wasn’t exactly a horse 
race. Clifford (113) beat Yo Tambien (119) eight 
lengths, with Lamplighter (117) third. This ended 
Clifford's 3-year-old season. He had won 18 of 
24 starts and earned $23,075. His reputation in 
the East was not great because he had never 
raced there, but the late W. S. Vosburgh, picking 
the best 3-year-olds of the years of his experi- 
ence, bracketed Clifford and Morello together 
as the best of 1893. The latter was a son of 
Eolus, owned by Elkton Stable, which won 10 
races, including his first six starts. One of 
these was the Derby at Hawthorne, in which 
he beat Boundless, and his other racing was also 
in the West, some of it as far as California. 

Clifford began his 4-year-old season (1894) at 
Memphis, where he won two races. In the second 
of these, the Montgomery Handicap, he met Yo 
Tambien again, gave her a pound and beat her 
five lengths. Then he went to New York, and 
on May 15 started for the Brooklyn Handicap 
under 122 pounds. The start was a miserable 
one, with Lowlander, Clifford, and Sport virtu- 
ally left, and the race went to Dr. Rice (112), 
with the 3-year-old Henry of Navarre (100) 
second. 

Clifford won a sweepstakes from Charade, 
Beldemere, and others at Coney Island, this time 
profiting by a bad start, and then moved to 
Saratoga. Merry Monarch, getting six pounds, 
beet him for a purse, and Dr. Hasbrouck and 
Lamplighter ran him back to third in the Mon- 
tana Haudicap. Then he won four straight at 
the meeting. He beat Dr. Hasbrouck and Domino’s 
sister Correction in the Sea Foam Stakes, gal- 
lop:u to Appomattox and Maid Marian in the 
Albany Handicap. These were at six furlongs or 
less, as Trainer Hughes apparently started over 
with hija. In the one-mile Moet and Chandon 
Stakes he gave Lamplighter three pounds and 
won by two lengths, with Gideon and Daly’s 
excellent Ramapo third, Yo Tambien fourth. 
Clifford had 127 pounds, including a five-pound 
penalty, for the Flight Stakes, but had little 
difficulty taking the race from Lady Violet (117). 

Then came one of the famous matches at 
Coney Island, with Clifford (122) against the 
brilliant 3-year-old miler Domino (112) at a mile. 
Clifford, commented the Turf, Field and Farm, 
wasn’t quite himself; Domino beat him three- 
fourths of a length. 

At Brooklyn Clifford got back at the family 
by beating Correction for a sweepstakes, and on 
September 22 came up for the second Special, 
at 1% miles, against Henry of Navarre. This 
also was at weight for age, and Clifford suc- 
ceeded in doing what he never did again at 
even weights; he drew up to Navarre at the 
quarter-pole, ran stride for stride with him 
through the stretch, and beat him a nose. 

This brought on the great race of October 6, 
but before it came up Clifford picked up the 
Oakweod Handicap easily from Banquet. Morris 
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Park put up $5,000 to draw Clifford, Domino, 
and Henry of Navarre at w.f.a., and along with 
them drew a crowd of 25,000. It was one of the 
great races of America on paper, and it was so on 
the track. Clifford was sour at the start. At first 
he wouldn’t break at all, then he would break 
and stop. But finally the three were away. 
Domino blazed to the front, Henry of Navarre 
hard after him, Simms waiting cannily with 
Clifford. Slowly Navarre sapped Domino’s blind- 
ing speed, and after about six furlongs he took 
the lead. In the upper stretch Clifford again 
charged at him. 

Four times out of five even a lesser horse can 
win under the same circumstances, when two 
extremely fast and game horses have run each 
other into exhaustion, as witness Jim Dandy’s 
Travers. At the furlong-pole Clifford seemed the 
winner, as Navarre was driving hard and Clif- 
ford was ranging easily alongside him. But there 
was stout stuff in the son of Knight of Ellerslie. 
He brought Clifford to a drive in the last fur- 
long in an effort to gain the last precious few 
inches, and then in the last sixteenth Navarre 
began to pull away, winning by three-fourths of a 
length. Domino, which Taral had eased when 
the chase became hopeless, finished far back. 
Clifford raced only once more at four, and was 
beaten a length by Sir Walter for a mile-and-a- 
quarter sweepstakes at Morris Park. 

He had won 10 of 16 races at four, and $16,060, 
probably meeting better horses than he did at 
three. But as a 4-year-old and afterward he 
ran with a handicap. After his 3-year-old season 
he developed a bad cold—“‘lung fever,” according 
to Trainer Hughes—-and he was never again 
quite sound in the wind, which perhaps cut into 
his distance-running ability a little. Turf, Field 
and Farm commented after the great special, 
“He is a grand race horse, but the slight im- 
pediment in his lungs must be against him on 
any damp day or in a thick atmosphere.” 

In his last few starts at four, Clifford was the 
undivided property of Mr. Rose. Earlier in the 
season Leigh had offered to give $25,000 for his 
partner’s share of the horses they owned, but this 
was refused, and to dissolve the partnership the 
stable was put up for sale at Sheepshead Bay 
on September 1. Mr. Rose went to $25,000 to get 
Clifford, shaking off such other bidders as John 
E. Madden, Oliver Smith, Ed Corrigan, and T. 
W. Coulter, and he was subsequently turned over 
to J. W. Rogers, who later trained for W. C. 
Whitney. The entire stable, of 22 head, went for 
$80,950. 

Clifford began his 5-year-old season (1895) 
with four straight wins, though not much money 
was involved except in the first. This was the 
Club Members’ Handicap (114 m.) at St. Louis, 
June 1, which Morello had won the previous 
year. Under 125 pounds Clifford beat Prince Carl 
(103) two lengths, with Faraday third and three 
unplaced. He went to Saratoga next, won a six- 
furlong sweepstakes under 124 pounds, and to 
make any betting on the race Clifford was barred 
in the odds. He walked over for another sweep- 
stakes, and on August 3, with 127 pounds up, 
outlasted the 3-year-old Rey del Carreres (108) 
by a neck, Bellicoso (3, 105) eight lengths away 
third. Rey del Carreres, whose name is spelled 
variously in contemporary records, eventually 
went to England and changed it entirely to 
Americus. He carried the contaminated blood of 
Lexington, and has been in the pedigrees of 
many great English horses since. If he had not, 
of course, they would have been greater horses; 
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English pedigree writers admit this frankly. 

Rey del Carreres’ stablemate Rel El Santa 
Anita, profiting by a six-pound concession, beat 
Clifford a half-length for the Merchants’ Handi- 
cap, after which Clifford moved over to Coney 
Island for the Omnium Handicap. Here he met 
Sir Walter again, gave him 10 pounds, caught 
him in the last sixteenth, and in what the chart 
notes called a “magnificent bull dog finish” beat 
him a head. Beldemere, Rey del Carreres, Belmar, 
and others followed. 

At Brooklyn, September 17, Henry of Navarre 
was too much for him in the First Special, 
despite a five-pound advantage. But Clifford beat 
Sir Walter, Rey El Santa Anita, Domino, and 
others, overhauling them in the stretch. In the 
Oriental Handicap Clifford scored his second 
victory over Henry of Navarre, but this time 
there were seven pounds between them. Clifford 
won by a length and a half from Sir Excess, 
Henry of Navarre third. He got a free shot at 
Rey El Santa Anita in the two-horse Second 
Special (1% m.) and won easily, hard held. 
Then he came up for the Municipal Handicap 
(13%, m.), the longest race he attempted. Under 
128 pounds he ran well up, took the lead after 
a mile, but succumbed to Henry of Navarre 
(130) and Rey El Santa Anita (126) in the 
stretch. This completed his 5-year-old racing; 
he won seven of 10 starts and $14,120. 

The 6-year-old campaign (1896) was still less 
strenuous. He beat Keenan twice at Morris 
Park, giving him weight both times, but in the 
Brooklyn Handicap he had top weight of 125 
pounds and could not catch Sir Walter (113), 
though he fought him every step of the way in 
the stretch and lost by a head. Domino’s famous 
rider, Fred Taral, had the mount on Clifford in 
the Suburban, but Henry of Navarre won under 
129 pounds from The Commoner (113), with 
Clifford (126) third, ahead of Sir Walter, Bel- 
mar, and others. The light-weighted Nanki Pooh 
(109) beat him in the 114-mile Brighton Handi- 
cap, with Clifford carrying 128 pounds, and he 
finished the year with the Flight Stakes (7 f.), 
winning under a pull from Sherlock and Rho- 
desia. 

The 1897 season was the last. His first race 
was a five-furlong sprint and he won very eas- 
ily. In the Long Island Handicap (14% m.) he 
had 127 pounds, won handily from Sir Walter 
(109), with Lehman (114) third, Ben Brush un- 
placed. But in the Citizens’ Handicap (1!, m.) 
at Saratoga, Ben Brush beat him a length at 
level weights, after Clifford had led to the 
stretch. It may be parenthesized that Ben Brush, 
after running for Eugene Leigh and Ed Brown 
most of his 2-year-old year, had been sold to M. 
F. Dwyer; his 1897 season, though not his most 
remunerative, was perhaps his best. 

Clifford’s next start was in the Kearney 
Stakes at Saratoga, and in it he dead-heated with 
Hastings under level weights, the two drawing 
cut to lead Semper Ego 20 lengths. In the 
Omnium Handicap at Coney Island September 
4, Clifford ran hic last race. With 127 pounds up 
he met Ben Brush (126) again, and despite all 
T.1 Sloan could do he dropped back to third, 
Ben Brush beating Hastings (123) in a hard 
drive. But Cliffeic pulled up sore. 

It should be noted that Clifford was unplaced 
but twice, being left at the post both times. It 
should be noted also that the total money he won 
does not agree with other tabulations (the Amer- 
ican Racing Manual credits him with $63,100). 
This is because in many cases splits of purse 
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money are not made plain in Goodwin’s Guides, 
from which this tabulation is made, and one 
compiler’s guess is as good as, but no better 
than, another’s.

Clifford was done with the races, and on Octo- 
ber 25, in what was advertised as “the greatest 
series of Theroughbred sales ever held in Amer- 
ica.” he was put up at auction, and John S. 
Sanfcrd bought him for $7,000. He went at once 
to his new owner’s Hurricana Farm at Amster- 
da 1, New York 

There, to be blunt, ne failed. He got a number 
of good horses, including Hill Top, Kennyetto, 
Cliff Stream, and other stakes winners, and his 
daughters produced such others as Granite, Ute, 
Sedan, Nose Dive, Sarpo, Isidora, Atherstone, 
and many more now largely forgotten. Mean- 
while, Ben Brush, with the Castleton mares, was 
leading the sire list. 

Clifford was neither a large nor a handsome 
horse, but his contemporaries called him racy 
and bloodlike. ‘tHe wasn’t big,’’ Trainer Hughes 
remembers, ‘but he was all horse.” Trainer 
Hughes recalls him as a horse of excellent dis- 
position, but at Hurricana his temper grew con- 
siderably; Mr. Sanford called him a “devil.” 

On Sunday morning, September 30, 1917, Train- 
ers Preston Burch and Hollie Hughes went up to 
Hurricana to inspect the yearlings there. They 
arrived just in time to see Clifford, greatest of 
the sons of Bramble, topple over dead. 


WEST VIRGINIA 
Charles Town 


HAT was apparently a quite successful meet- 

ing, despite transportation restrictions and a 
spell or two of freezing weather, came to a close 
at Charles Town December 19 with a card of eight 
races in which six favorites, including three odds- 
on choices, were successful. Principal event of 
the afternoon was a $500 allowance race open to 
all ages, but contested entirely by 2-year-olds. 
The winner was W. H. Lipscomb’s home-bred 
Overlin, by Dunlin. 

Thus another meeting about which some trepi- 
dation had been felt got through its schedule 
without difficulty. In anticipation of reduced 
patronage, the management at first had decided 
to set purses according to the pari-mutuel turn- 
over, taking last season’s very profitable turn- 
over as “par’’ for the usual $400 purses. Before 
the meeting began, however, the experience of 
other tracks running under about the same diffi- 
culties, particularly Bowie, caused a change in 
this decision, and the usual $400 minimum purses 
were offered without reference to the season’s 
business.

HANDICAPS OF 1942 


ELOW are published handicaps of the leading 

3-year-olds and 2-year-olds of 1942, as com- 
piled in the office of THE BLOOD-HORSE at the end 
of the racing season. Neither is a prediction; 
they are instead attempts at evaluation in terms 
of actual past performance. The 2-year-olds are 
handicapped in terms of a hypothetical race at 
six or 614 furlongs, since although there are sev- 
eral 2-year-old tests, including the important 
Pimlico Futurity and the Champagne Stakes, at 
longer distances, the year’s principal other prizes 
are at the shorter ones. Argument that this 
horse will run on, that another will be unable to 
handle classic distances at three, is beside the 
point; the handicap below considers the 1942 sea- 
son only and it considers what the 2-year-olds did, 
not what some of them might have done, or what 
they will do. 

The 3-year-old handicap is predicated upon a 
distance of approximately 114 miles, and princi- 
pally upon form manifested in contests among 
3-year-olds. The handicaps:

Chicago Futurity Nominations 


Racing Secretary Webb Everett of Arlington 
and Washington Parks announced last week that 
257 nominations had been made for the Arlington 
Futurity of 1943, and 252 for the Washington 
Park Futurity. 

Topping the nominators is A. T. Simmons, who 
put 17 yearlings, all by different sires, into each 
Futurity. John Marsch, who won both of the 
1942 events with Occupation, has nominated Occu- 
pation’s full brother to both of them. Occupa- 
tion’s chief rival, Count Fleet, has a half-brother 
engaged in the 1943 events, this being a Bold 
Venture colt named by King Ranch. 

Another eligible whose pedigree will attract no- 
tice is Louis B. Mayer’s colt by Man o’ War—La 
France, a half-brother to Johnstown and Jacola. 
He has been named Free France. Another of Mr. 
Mayer's nominations is a filly by the undefeated 
Nearco. E. R. Bradley has seven nominations, 


including a half-brother to Bimelech and Black 
Helen. 
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The Business Side 
1942 Racing 


By Bill Worth 


ACING had a boom year in 1942. More money 

was bet, publicly, at least, than at any other 
time in the history of the sport. Accounted for in 
the accompanying tabulation are 1,633 days of 
racing, accounting for practically the entire year’s 
business in the United States except at a very few 
minor meetings. The grand total is $525,347,554, 
an average of $321,707 daily. Last year the cor- 
responding figures were 1,617 days of racing, a 
betting total of $509,488,946, a daily average of 
$315,082. With a few exceptions, betting on the 
daily double is omitted. This runs, usually, be- 
tween 4.5 and 5 per cent of the total. When this 
is added, and the few minor meetings not in- 
cluded, the national total will approximate $550,- 
000,000. 

It was an unusual year but unlike 1941, which 
had also set a record. Last year only one track— 
Hialeah Park—failed to increase its daily av- 
erage betting figure, and all the tracks in the 
country ran a full schedule. This year 12 meet- 
ings had lower averages than during their cor- 
responding meetings in 1941, five tracks failed to 
open (in California), while only two new tracks 
appeared on the racing scene. Despite less major 
racing and more of the cheap variety, the total 
amount bet was up 3 per cent and the daily av- 
erage was up 2 per cent. 


The war, with its rationing and restrictions, was 
the reason 10 of the 12 meetings failed to reach 
the corresponding 1941 averages, and it also pro- 
vided a reason, or at least an excellent excuse, to 
close the California tracks. At the same time 
war, with its inflationary trend, was the reason 
for racing’s increased betting, for money was 
cheaper and although fewer people attended the 
races they had more money per capita than in 
1941. 

Considering the fact that there was no racing 
in southern California and only the Bay Meadows 
meeting was run in the State, the 1942 totals are 
amazing. Last year $97,353,764 was bet at the 
major tracks in California; this year an estimated 
$15,185,138 was bet at Bay Meadows, creating a 
debit figure of about $82,000,000. This loss is 
about equal to what was bet in the entire New 
England area this year. Omitting California from 
both years’ figures, the increase in betting is 
about $100,000,000. 

It is well to point out that the tremendous 
amount of money bet at some tracks does not 
necessarily mean tremendous profits. Tracks 
with large play have large purses, large numbers 
of employees, large overhead, and heavy taxes, 
which limit the profits. While betting for 1942 
is the largest ever reached, the purse distribution 
is also the largest. It should also be noted that 
the apparent large profits shown for War Relief 
days are not a true approximation. In most cases 
many of the ordinary expenses are not deducted. 
The tracks also pay Federal taxes on the money 
turned over to War Relief groups. 

There were five major racing areas in the

country—New York, Maryland, Illinois, New Eng- 
land, and Florida—-with seasons closely approxi- 
mating those of 1941, in regard to number of 
tracks and number of days of racing. New York 
and Illinois showed substantial increases. So did 
the Maryland and New England spring and early 
summer seasons, but transportation difficulties in 
the fall dropped the average for these two areas 
slightly for the year. The following tabulation 
shows a comparison of days and money bet in 
these areas in 1942 with figures for 1941:

New York, the backbone of high-class Ameri- 
can racing, had a brilliant season, and the daily 
average betting figure reached $877,778 for the 
five tracks, compared with $723,800 in 1941. 
Three of the State’s tracks held meetings at which 
the daily average passed $1,000,000, Belmont 
Park’s spring meeting being the best with $1,109,- 
625. Aqueduct in the spring and Empire City in 
the fall also passed the million-dollar average. 
Saratoga had a lower average. 

The New England tracks—Suffolk Downs, Nar- 
ragansett Park, Rockingham Park, and half-mile 
Pascoag—had a larger total than last year but 
due to the addition of 35 days of racing at Pas- 
coag and a slight decrease in Rockingham’s fall 
session (caused by transportation troubles), the 
average for the entire season dropped from 1941's 
$330,541 to $316,742. Suffolk Downs and Nar- 
ragansett Park showed substantial gains. 

In Illinois the same tracks held meetings of 
about the same length as in 1941, with Arlington 
and Washington Parks attracting top-class horses 
and the best betting figures. The situation was 
also normal in regard to transportation. As a re- 
sult, the daily average was increased considerably, 
from $270,213 to $348,719 for 1942. 

Transportation troubles in Maryland were felt 
principally by the half-mile tracks and by Havre 
de Grace and Bowie among the major tracks. 
The “city” tracks, Pimlico and Laurel Park, held 
on well with slightly increased averages. Bowie 
and Havre de Grace did extremely well in the 
spring but the fall seasons were off so much that 
their losses in volume were the principal ones for 
the State, in which the average dropped from 
$326,360 to $319,281. The fairs, that is the half- 
mile tracks, were curbed because of the limited 
fair programs, in turn due to gasoline restrictions. 

Florida’s loss is attributed to two factors. First 
and foremost, is the exorbitant State tax levied 
against betting, causing a total take of 15 per 
cent plus breakage to the dime. Secondly, Florida 
felt the first impact of Pearl Harbor and the sub- 
sequent reaction of our entrance into the war. 
In 1941 the average was $442,034 and this year it 
dropped to $398,467. Losses were registered at 
both Tropical Park meetings and at Hialeah Park. 

The high point of the entire season was Bel- 
mont Park’s spring meeting when New Yorkers 
poured $26,631,017 through the totalizator in 24 
days for a daily average of $1,109,625, a new 
American record. During the meeting there were 
11 days when the handle passed $1,000,000, in- 
cluding Memorial Day when the average was 
$2,176,071, also an American record. The largest 
amount of money handled at a single meeting was 
the $28,270,402 bet at Suffolk Downs, for a meet- 
ing of 60 days. Second was the Belmont Park 
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spring affair. The latter track’s combined spring 
and fall sessions’ totals exceed Suffolk Downs’ 
totals. 

Last year, the first under the new pari-mutuel 
betting bill in New York, the State received $7,- 
727,883.82 for its percentage on race track bet- 
ting. This year the State’s revenue from the 
sport was $10,021,485, exceeding the goal set in 
1939 by State Senator Dunnigan, the sponsor of 
the racing bill. Illinois also dipped into the golden 
well and scooped up $2,444,605.38 with a 2 per 
cent take instead of the $650,000 it got last year 
through daily license fees. 

The accompanying tabulation has been com- 
piled from reports from the American Totalisator 
Company, state racing commissions, and news- 
papers. In general the daily double has been 
omitted, but in a few cases, where totals are taken 
from newspapers, it is impossible to separate it.

CALIFORNIA 


Bay Meadows Closes 


HE first phase of California’s wartime racing 

closed December 19, as Bay Meadows ended 
a program which had been increased, by a late 
extension, to 57 days of racing. The closing pro- 
gram was a good one, being made up of a $2,500 
event, a $2,000 purse, four $1,500 races, and two 
with $1,200 purses. The featured final race, the 
overnight Au Revoir Handicap, went to Northway 
Stud’s Defense, a Jamestown 3-year-old which 
was perhaps the best horse at the meeting. The 
victory was his third in succession, his fifth dur- 
ing the meeting, and in it he carried top weight 
of 119 pounds, opposing several older horses as 
well as some other 3-year-olds. 

Horses at the meeting were not generally of 
high calibre, the uncertainties of the California 
racing situation preventing eastern stables from 
shipping to the Coast. As far as support goes, 
however, there was a considerable increase, and 
though final figures are not yet available the 
pari-mutuel turnover must have averaged some- 
thing like $250,000 daily. The meeting was run 
primarily for war relief purposes, the manage- 
ment agreeing to hold its profit to 8 per cent of 
its $600,000 investment during the original meet- 
ing, but the amount contributed to the war funds 
has not been announced. 


Hope at Hollywood Park 


It was reported in Los Angeles December 18 
that the Navy had changed its original plans to 
convert Hollywood Park into a training center, or 
into quarters for enlisted men, largely because of 
the difficulty and expense of the conversion. As 
a consequence hope for racing in southern Cal- 
ifornia revived again. It was assumed that in the 
event the Navy relinquishes its hold on Hollywood 
Park the operators would apply at once for dates 
for a 1943 race meeting.

On Pedigrees and Inbreeding 


The first movement of today’s symphony will 
be conducted by Abram S. Hewitt, noted authority 
on point and counterpoint. 


EAR ESTES: 

As it now seems likely that I am shortly to 
join the million or more overseas, it is only right 
to take my last whirl for the duration as one of 
Kid Estes’ durable sparring partners. 

The Estesian dogma, if I have been able to ab- 
sorb it correctly, eliminating non-essential side 
kicks, and flights of humor and sarcasm, boils 
down to the following advice to breeders: 


(1) So far as possible use proved pro- 
ducers of high class, male and female. 

(2) In estimating the probable future pro- 
ducing class of animals retiring to stud, rac- 
ing class is the best guide, and in fact the 
only reliable guide. The American system of 
racing does not test race horses, especially 
fillies, sufficiently for stamina to provide a 
reliable guide to racing class. 

(3) Pedigrees are unimportant. 

(4) All questions of inbreeding or out- 
crossing are irrelevant. 


There is no quarrel with Point 1 above. The 
breeder’s most difficult problem, however, is how 
to predict which animals will prove to be pro- 
ducers of high class. In this Point 1 is of no help. 

Nor is there any quarrel with Point 2, except in 
so far as it is claimed that racing class is the only 
trustworthy guide to future breeding class. Mod- 
erate race horses such as *Bull Dog and High 
Time which proved to be great horses at stud are 
so rare that it hardly seems worth while to go be- 
yond known racing class, public or private, in 
search of a prepotent producer. 

Where the Estesian dogma starts leaking at the 
seams is with Points 3 and 4. 

While my own research on the subject is ad- 
mittedly incomplete, nevertheless it has gone far 
enough to indicate unmistakably that pedigrees 
are important. I regret that I do not have any 
over-all figures ready on the point. Hence I 
must fall back on opinion supported by a few ex- 
amples, a habit which I roundly condemn. 

In England, by far the best proved sire is Hy- 
perion. Take a look at his pedigree and note the 
constellation of good stallions and great race 
mares which were also first-class broodmares 
close up to him. The other horse in England 
which wus fair to be outstanding is Nearco. As 
in the case of Hyperion he is out of a first-class 
race mare, which has also proved herself an out- 
standing producer. Her dam in turn was a pro- 
aucer of the highest class. So also was the dam 
of his sire. 

Now here is the point Both Hyperion and 
Nearco were very high-class race horses which 
showed first-class speed at two, and were thor- 
oughly and successfully tested for stamina at 
three. Other horses have approached them in 
racing class. But no other horses approaching 
them in racing class in modern times in Europe 
also have the mares close up in the pedigree 
which were such uniformly great producers. 
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I should expect this combination of racing 
class supported by breeding class of the highest 
order in the mares close up in the pedigree to set 
Hyperion and Nearco apart as stallions. The 
facts to date fulfill this expectation. 

In this country we had two stallions whose first 
produce ran as 2-year-olds in 1942—-Menow and 
Grand Slam. These horses were tested success- 
fully for speed at two and not very successfully 
for stamina at three. In each case there is a con- 
stellation of high-class racing and producing 
mares close up in the pedigree. These horses 
each bred as well and probably better than their 
racing class alone would indicate. Whether their 
produce will develop and show stamina is an open 
question. But at least each of them showed that 
he could pass on very uniformly and successfully 
the qualities of speed which he had shown as a 
race horse. 

My contention is that not all horses can be 
counted on to reproduce their racing class in their 
offspring and that there are some guides as to 
which ones are likely to fail. Your contention ap- 
pears to be that horses of poor pedigree-—without 
high-class horses and mares of demonstrated rac- 
ing and producing class close up in the pedigree 
are as good a risk as those of good pedigree of the 
same racing class; that there are no guides as to 
which horses within the racing class group are 
likely to succeed and which to fail. 

You have publicly offered to bet anyone that 
you can choose more stakes winners per hundred 
foals reported in THE BLOOD-HORSE than the other 
party if you can choose only among the dams that 
were stakes mares and the other party may 
choose no stakes mares. Apparently no one 
wanted any of this bet. I know I didn’t. 

But I will offer you a similar bet challenging 
your doctrine about pedigrees We will classify 
the horses going to stud according to racing class. 
If we cannot agree we will call in a third party to 
arbitrate. According to your argument, within a 
given racing class no one can predict which horse 
will prove the better stallion. According to my 
argument, in those cases where there is a marked 
difference in the merit of the pedigrees, there is 
ground for prediction. In many cases horses of 
equal racing merit may also have pedigrees of 
about equal merit. In those cases I do not pre- 
tend to predict. 

My bet is that in those cases where I say there 
is a marked difference in the merit of the pedigrees 
of two animals of equal racing class, the animal 
with the better pedigree will make the better 
stallion two-thirds of the time. According to your 
doctrine this should be impossible. What do you 
say? Isita bet? 

Lastly, about inbreeding and outcrossing. More 
than once in the past I have sent THE BLOop- 
HORSE tavies and charts showing the breeding 
success or failure of the English Derby and Leger 
winners from the beginning of 1930, classified ac- 
cording to the degree of inbreeding shown in 
their pedigrees. Here is a group of horses of the 
highest racing class with access to the best mares 
in England. The results are too plain for dis- 
cussion. Horses with one free generation had 
about 20 per cent success, and horses with six 
free generations had about 60 per cent success. 
The percentage of success increased as the per- 
centage of inbreeding declined. 

My impression is that the editors of THE BLOop- 
HORSE are under some confusion on this point. 
What they purport to have done is to analyze the 
offspring of a well known stallion such as Fair 
Play, and found that there was no marked dif- 
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ference in the racing class of his offspring accord- 
ing to the degree of inbreeding The point under 
discussion here is not racing class but breeding 
class. Once granted an animal of high racing 
class, is there a difference between inbred and 
outbred sire prospects? A hundred and fifty 
years experience in England show conclusively 
that there is. 

Wouldn't it be a good thing to publish the von 
Oettigen tables on this point, both in tabular and 
graph form and give your readers a look at more 
than a century of experience on the question of in- 
breeding and outbreeding ? 

To summarize: 


(1) Use proved producers as far as pos- 
sible. (We agree.) 

(2) Use racing class as a guide in choos- 
ing future producers. (We agree.) 

(3) Use animals with as many high-class 
racers and producers, particularly mares, 
close up in the pedigree, as possible. Elim- 
inate animals from use having many weak 
links close up in the pedigree. (We disa- 
gree.) 

(4) Use closely inbred animals with the 
knowledge that the percentage of success is 
against you in so doing. Use outbred stal- 
lions as far as possible (We disagree.) 


From the foregoing it should be clear that 
Estesian dogma is all right as far as it goes, but 
is wrong, demonstrably, in ignoring the question 
of inbreeding or outcrossing, and also wrong in 
my present opinion, and I hope in the future also 
demonstrably, in ignoring the racing and breed- 
ing class of the ancestors in at least the first 
three removes of the pedigree. Don’t descend to 
my level and quote Son-in-Law and Wise Coun- 
sellor to me!

I suppose it is a fair sample of the perversity 
of a pedigree commentator that I can’t even agree 
with Mr. Hewitt as to what we agree on. On 
Point 3 I would just now need a good many hems 
and haws before I could say anything positive 
enough to be worth printing. In my frequent as- 
sertions of the dogma that pedigrees make no 
difference I have generally made it clear that I 
was referring to the more remote crosses, the 
area of the “great names,” the section beyond 
the second or third generation of ancestors. I 
have also made it clear that the information con- 
nected with tne pedigree in its nearest crosses is 
of primary importance to the breeder only when 
the evidence from racing class is inadequate. 

As to the importance of the first, second, and 
third generation of a pedigree I have been more 
or less vague because, like Mr. Hewitt, I haven't 
studied the problem enough. It is his impression 
that the near pedigree is very important. I don’t 
have a clear idea as to whether it is important or 
not, but I suspect that the bést that can be said 
of it is that it is better than nothing, maybe. Mr. 
Hewitt supposes that if two horses are of equal 
high racing class, if one has excellent mares 
close up in his pedigree and the other one hasn't, 
the former is a good sire prospect, the latter a 
poor one. He reasons from Hyperion and Nearco. 


Now, both of these horses are having stud success 
which is quite in keeping with their own racing 
class and the records of the mares bred to them. 
I don’t say their pedigrees had nothing to do with 
it; I’m just waiting for more evidence before the 
case is closed. 


Mr. Hewitt knows we'll get nowhere this way. 
He knows that I’m not going to drag up a Son-in- 
Law to match against his Hyperion, a Man o’ War 
to match against Nearco, a Commando to match 
against *Sir Gallahad III, etc. ... We'll take this 
up when the war drums throb no longer. 

On Point 4 I am willing to disagree until I have 
examined those tables which show that the 
chances of a horse’s stud success decline as the 
number of “free generations” in his pedigree be- 
comes less. Until this thesis has been docu- 
mented much more fully I propose to be pug- 
nacious about it, for several reasons: 

(a) The term “free generations” is a poor 
measure of inbreeding. (It means the number of 
generations between the sire and the common an- 
cestor plus the number of generations between 
the dam and the common ancestor. ) 

(b) It has not yet been demonstrated that a 
correlation exists between inbreeding and pre- 
potence. 

(c) The tables compiled by von Oettingen (pub- 
lished in Horse Breeding in Theory and Practice) 
made no attempt at correlations, set up no ‘“‘con- 
trol group” to represent the average of the breed. 

(d) It seems quite unlikely that American 
breeders could profit from Mr. Hewitt’s inbreed- 
ing principle. I went over the list of 118 top- 
class horses listed in the silver anniversary edi- 
tion of THE BLOOD-HORSE published last year, 
found 68 stallions which have been in the stud 
long enough to afford some means of appraising 
their value as sires. Two were inbred with two 
free generations; Reigh Count was one of them. 
Nine were inbred with three free generations; they 
were Blue Larkspur, Boojum, Cudgel, *Hourless, 
Ladysman, On Watch, Sir Barton, Tick On, *War 
Cloud. Nine were inbred with four free genera- 
tions; these included Display, Friar Rock, Ques- 
tionnaire, Rosemont, St. James, Wise Counsellor. 
The distribution between success and failure was 
not apparently different in the larger groups with 
a greater number of free generations. 


The Referee Ducks 


ARRY SHARPE of California recently retired 
from his position as sparring partner for Kid 


Estes and took over the role of referee. Now he 
is retiring as referee. 
Dear Mr. Estes: 
I herewith respectfully inform you that this is the 
last time I wish to serve as interlocutor for the horse- 
man you euphemistically dub (BLoop-HorseE, Dec. 5) 


as ‘The Wizard of Traditional Ideas."’ As I discerned 
signs of rising blood pressure in both corners of the 
ring, I informed The Wizard, at Bay Meadows yes- 
terday, that being strictly a man of peace, I had de- 
cided to withdraw from the uncomfortable and un- 
foreseen position in which I had become involved. 

The Wizard charged that you had either misunder- 
stood, or cleverly evaded the point at issue, viz., 
“that the only dependable means of finding the pre- 
potent individual is through testing on the race 
course.” He had requested that you check up on 
the 50 leading money winning horses of America, 
and ascertain if their track records had proved de- 
pendable guides to their prepotency. He requested 
me to check up on the definition of prepotency in a 
dictionary. (I found that Funk and Wagnalls Dic- 
tionary defines it as—'’Biologically—the capacity of 
one parent above that of the other of transmitting 
characteristics to the offspring.” ) 

The Wizard pointed out that he was not talking 
about “the racing performances of the PARENTS of 
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the 50 leading money winners,” but the STUD rec- 
ords of these 50 horses. The list of 50 includes 12 
“maiden” sires, 6 geldings, and 2 mares, leaving an 
even 30 for a comparison as between their track and 
stud performance. 

With this farewell communication I beg to with- 
draw from this particular arena, and in view of yours 
and Dr. Dewey Steele's dictum that distant ancestors 
can ke ccmpietely ignored, I shall sit down and 
sadly brood over my gullibility in thinking that some 
of the genes of the famous mare Woodbine might 
have been inherited by Sweep and Ormonda, have 
sneaked into their daughter, Dustwhirl, and are go- 
ing strong in the make-up of Whirlaway, and that 
such statements as, ‘the fourth dam is Maggie B. B.” 
are meaningless.

Listen, Harry, you’d better coach that palooka 
about where to put his chin. He ain’t going to 
last long in this business if he doesn’t cover up 
better than that, ’cause I’m about to hang a hay- 
maker on him right now. 

It is ticklish work going into any list of horses 
and dividing them up into categories, saying this 
one is successful, this one a failure, this one mod- 
erate, etc. You can’t print such things at all, 
and as a matter of fact most of the oral ap- 
praisals you hear are strictly half-baked. But 
we can get together enough material to work 
with. 

The 50 horses of which The Wizard speaks are 
the leading American money winners, as pub- 
lished in THE BLOOD-HORSE of October 17, page 
503. The way The Wizard splits them up needs a 
little amendment, perhaps. There are six geld- 
ings, two mares, two horses which were sterile, 
one which died in training (Sysonby), six still 
racing (not counting *Kayak II), ten whose stud 
careers are altogether too short for appraisal (in- 
cluding Rosemont, which tentatively could be 
classified as successful). This leaves 23 horses 
to be considered. 

Among these 23 horses are several which are 
still on probation, so to speak, which have done 
well, but not extra well, and whose final appraisal 
must be delayed a while longer. But we still have 
a list of 11 horses which can be set down as 
rather definitely successful: Equipoise, Gallant 
Fox, Blue Larkspur, Victorian, Man o’ War, Mad 
Hatter, Domino, Jamestown, Reigh Count, Colin, 
Ballot. 

Now any reader who wishes to do so is wel- 
come to monkey with that list in any way he 
chooses. The term “successful sire” is so in- 
definite, and essentially so meaningless, that its 
application must be very arbitrary. But the rank- 
est critic could scarcely eliminate more than half 
of the 11 horses listed. Man o’ War and Domino 
are two of the greatest sires in the memory of 
living men, though the former has never had 
mates worthy of him and the latter got fewer 
than three dozen foals The 74 foals in the four 
crops got by Equipoise have the highest average 
earnings per foal of any stallion living or dead 
witu a comparable number of offspring. Colin 
was a shy breeder, but, horse for horse, his get 
compared most favorably with those of any sire of 
his time. Ballot’s get won $2,059,156, Mad Hat- 
ter’s more than a million. The others are recent 
enough that no reminders are needed. 

The reader may wish to add some of the other 
stallions to the list of successes. But whether he 
does or not, he will find that their stud perform- 
ances have been mostly in line with the ex- 
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pectancy to be calculated on the basis of their 
racing class, their individual peculiarities (as 
preference for long-distance racing), and their 
opportunities. 

Now, Sir Wizard, take the classification given 
above, alter it to your heart’s content, and con- 
sider whether, by any other standard than racing 
class, you can select a group of young sire pros- 
pects which would yield one-tenth as high a pro- 
portion of successful sires as you have found in 
this list of leading money winners. 

P.S. I use the word prepotent in its more gen- 
eral sense, meaning “superior in influence.” 


Peter McCue 


N THE BLOOD-HORSE of December 9 was an 

article wy a contributor, who did not wish his 
name used, with regard to the new registry es- 
tablished by the American Quarter Horse As- 
sociation. One of the main points of emphasis was 
the amazing percentage of the registered horses 
which are descended from Peter McCue. 

This points up again my inquiry, first pro- 
pounded in THE BLOOD-HORSE of July 11, 1942, as 
to the proof of the American Quarter Horse As- 
sociation’s claim that Peter McCue, foaled in 
1895, was by Dan Tucker, quarter horse, and not 
by Rathnerod (also called Duke of the High- 
lands), as registered in the American Stud Book. 

In the Stud Book and Registry published last 
year by the American Quarter Horse Association 
the pedigrees of Peter McCue and other quarter 
horses are given in some detail. But there is no 
documentation of the authority for the pedigree 
assigned Peter McCue, nor is there any recogni- 
tion of the fact that Peter McCue was registered 
as a Thoroughbred and that a good many of his 
descendants nave been so registered. 

If proof exists that Peter McCue was sired by 
Dan Tucker and not by a Thoroughbred, the 
American Quarter Horse Association ought to set 
forth that proof, rather than seek to perpetuate 
without proof what appears now to be simply an 
oral tradition. 

There is, as I have explained before, no hostility 
here toward the quarter horse and no desire to 
quarrel over Peter McCue, which as a Thorough- 
bred was strictly mediocre. But a new stud book, 
a new “purebred” registry, apparently is in the 
making, and it is putting the alleged pedigree of 
Peter McCue in print, crystallizing it for uncriti- 
cal future generations without so much as stating 
who it is that alleges his quarter horse ancestry. 
Now is the time to let us examine the proof of 
that pedigree.

Mr. Burch, who was president of the American 
Trainers Association for seven years in succes- 
sion, until succeeded last year by John M. Gaver, 
is wintering at Aiken, lives there with Trainer 
Oleg T. Dubassoff. He has under his care sev- 
eral of the more interesting yearlings bought at 
Saratoga this year, and the names of some of 
them will be of interest. For Harry La Montagne 
he has three colts, Capetown, by Jamestown— 
Escutcheon; Rodney Stone, by *Bull Dog—-War 
Lassie; and Larky Day, by Blue Larkspur—Fairy 
Day. For Longchamps Farms (Henry F. Lustig) 
he has the colts Grant Rice, by *Bull Dog—-Nancy 
Dyer; Quent Reynolds, by Flares—-Queen Na- 
varre; Professor Lee, by *Rhodes Scholar—*Royal 
Favourite; More Wine, by Gallant Fox—Mer- 
vinia; In the Groove, by *Boswell—Wise Lady; 
and the filly Mrs. Ames, by Johnstown—Catalysis. 
Among the Longchamps home-breds is Donita’s 
First, a filly by Reaping Reward out of the good 
mare Donita M., by Stimulus. Howe Stable’s ex- 
cellent colt by *Blenheim II out of Annie Gowdy 
has been named Blenaiken. 


This week we lose our first member of the staff 
as a result of the war. Mrs. Louis Rives leaves 
the staff to join her husband who has been in the 
Navy since last summer and is now in Washing- 
ton studying radio. (She is that good-looking 
girl with red hair and she has been in charge of 
compiling pedigrees. ) 

Incidentally, you should see the new style for 
presenting a pedigree which Mrs. Rives helped 
work out before leaving. 


Inasmuch as THE BLOOD-HORSE this week pub- 
lishes a list of all yearlings sold at public auction 
in North America during the year, I thought 
readers might be interested in a box score on 
stallions whose get have fetched the high aver- 
ages during recent years. It seemed to me that 
such a box score might prove useful, especially to 
those breeding for the auction market, and the 
job didn’t look too difficult. 


For years THE BLOOD-HORSE has published a list 
such as appears this week, and since 1932 the 
stallions whose get brought the highest averages 
have been listed. So I started in 1932, wrote 
down all the stallions which had ranked among 
the top 20 each year, and when 1942 was finished 
there were 91 stallions whose names had ap- 
peared, one or more times, in the top 20. It wasa 
list too long for the intended box score, but I kept 
on until I had the number of yearlings by each of 
the 91 stallions sold at auction during the 1932-42 
period, together with the total money realized, 
and the average price. Instead of indicating 
where each stallion stood each year in the list of 
averages, the table below tells (in parenthesis 
behind his name) how many times he has been 
among the 20 leaders during the 11-year period. 
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*Blenheim II tops the list with an average of 
$7,775 for 32 head which have been sold from four 
American crops. The success of his get in Eng- 
land sent *Blenheim II off to a great start. How- 
ever, to maintain the lead he now has over *Sir 
Gallahad III, the other Claiborne sire must turn 
out some grand crops. Since 1932 there have 
been 146 yearlings by *Sir Gallahad III sold for 
an average of $5,170. However, *Sir Gallahad 
III's first yearlings were sold in America in 1928. 
In 15 years there have been 180 head sold for an 
average of $6,340; his 15-year total of $1,141,275 
is probably an all-time record. 

*Bull Dog ranks third behind his brother. In 10 
years 99 yearlings by *Bull Dog have brought an 
average of $5,004. The brothers *Pharamond II 
and *Sickle also are right together with averages 
of $3,495 and $3,169 respectively.

Notes Racing 
In Australia 


The A. J. C. Derby 


ELBOURNE, October 20.—Because of the in- 

terstate ban on traveling race horses by 
train, not a single Melbourne horse raced at the 
Australian Jockey Club spring meeting at Rand- 
wick this month. Such a thing has not happened 
before. Despite a restriction of the usual four 
days to two days, the A. J. C. meeting was an un- 
qualified success and tote and bookmakers’ turn- 
overs were a record in each race. 

Money has never been more plentiful in Aus- 
tralia than in the last year, but this is to be ex- 
pected in a country where 90 per cent of the 
people able to do so are at work helping a war 
effort which is really remarkable in a huge coun- 
try with only the population of New York to do it. 

At the A. J. C. spring meeting the brilliant 3- 
year-old Hall Stand failed to stay, as I think I 
suggested he might in a letter a few weeks ago. 
Backers freely laid 7 to 4 on the Hall Mark (by 
Heroic) colt and although he gave a good dis- 
play, Main Topic strode right away from him in 
the last two furlongs to beat him by five lengths 
in the smart time of 2:31 for the 12 furlongs. As 
classic races are oicen run at a muddling pace, 
this time is something out of the ordinary for a 
Derby. 

Main Topic is a son of Talking (by Magpie, by 
Dark Ronald), the horse that was purchased some 
years ago for £19,000 by Alan Cooper, of Sydney, 
who still owns Main Topic but has leased him to 
the former champion rider of the old pony tracks, 
Tom McGrath. When Main Topic was leased, a 
condition of the agreement was the right of pur- 
chase for £500 and when the colt won the A. J. C. 
Derby in slashing style everybody expected Mc- 
Grath to exercise his option. However, he threw 
a surprise when he announced that upon the ex- 
piration of the lease he intended to race the colt 
in partnership with Mr. Cooper which shows that 
McGrath has his full share of sporting instincts. 
Main Topic was ridden by Australia’s champion 
jockey Darby Munro who has won the A. J C. 
Derby on five occasions. Munro is now a private 
in the army, as are most of Australia’s leading 
jockeys. Most of them are on home service and 
free to ride every Saturday.

Main Topic's American Connections 


T is a long way from Randwick to Lexington but 

I am sure studmasters throughout your State 
will learn with great interest that Main Topic 
owes his origin to American breeding lines, or at 
least a good deal of it. Main Topic by Talking 
from Germain, is a combination of some of the 
finest bloodlines in England, the United States, 
Australia, and New Zealand. His third dam, My 
Lady Frances, was sent to Sydney from the U. S. 
in 1911 with nearly 100 other horses of the St. 
James Stud of I. H. Wheatcroft in Kentucky. 

She was sold to a New South Wales breeder, 
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I. J. Sloan, for 85 guineas and she gave the Aus- 
tralian Turf two or three really useful performers. 
One of them was Lady Pop, by Popinjay, a sprint- 
ing son of the great Maltster, and mated with im- 
ported Corban, son of The Tetrarch, Lady Pop 
produced Germain. 

My Lady Frances was by *Sain, which did well 
as a sire in America, and her grandam was by the 
great Australian galloper *Darebin, which, sent 
to the U S., became a noted success at the stud. 
Among his wins in Australia were the Victoria 
Derby and the Sydney Cup. Main Topic’s New 
Zealand influence comes through Society (the 
dam of Talking), by imported Absurd, which got 
winners of nearly £300,000 in New Zealand and 
Australia. 

No doubt this explanation of the breeding of 
Main Topic will create much interest among the 
old-timers of the Kentucky breeding farms, as you 
term them. It is more than 30 years since Mr. 
Wheatcroft invaded this country with his horses 
and many of them did well here. I well remem- 
ber an American horse named Green Seal racing 
in my home town of Adelaide. He was good, 
really good, and for years held the mile record 
for South Australia. 


Son of *Beau Pere Wins 


HE Epsom Handicap, the big mile race of the 
spring at Randwick, went to Freckles, by El 
Cacique (by Tracery). He won from Merrimba 
and that good horse Yaralla, which started a hot 
favorite. rreckles ran the mile in 1:36. 

Main Topic did not gain a place in the Metro- 
politan of £3,500 at Randwick a week after the 
Derby, but he was hampered more than once and 
probably might have won had he had a clearer 
passage at a critical stage of the race. 

The winner was the outsider Grand Fils (by 
*Beau Pere), with other long-priced runners, 
Goose Boy and Angus, second and third. Grand 
Fils had failed in the Epsom and his win was not 
too well received. However, it will be well re- 
ceiveu by Louis B. Mayer, who now has *Beau 
Pere at his California stud. Main Topic started 
favorite for the Metropolitan while Grand Fils 
was a 20 to 1 chance and the other place-getters 
were both at 50 to 1. The bookmakers did not 
mind.

*Tourist II 


Last week it was announced that Mrs. Marion 
du Pont Scott had donated the 17-year-old stallion 
*Tourist II, by Son-in-Law, to the Breeding Bu- 
reau of The Jockey Club, and that the horse 
would be moved to Lookover Station at Avon, 
N. Y. *Tourist II raced in England for Sir Abe 
Bailey and was fairly successful on the flat. In 
America, where he raced under the silks of John 
Sanford, he was a distinguished steeplechaser. 
Mr. Sanford paid 4,600 guineas (about $23,460) 
for him in 1928, and he won nine races over 
jumps, including the Grand National Steeplechase 
of 1930 (by the disqualification of Arc Light), 
which was worth $28,350, and he also won the 
1932 renewal of the same race. He was retired to 
Mr. Sanford’s Hurricana Stud in 1935, and in 
1939 he was sold to Mrs. Scott for $4,000 and 
moved to Montpelier. He has had fewer than 20 
foals of racing age, including the good steeple- 
chase mare Night Herron. 
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FLORIDA 


Tropical Park Opens 


HE cancellation of racing in California, which 
immeuiately followed the entry of the United 
States into the war, set the pattern for rumors 
about other race tracks which carried all the way 
through the year. The list of American tracks 
that ‘“‘weren’t going to open” could offer a fair 
schedule of racing by themselves, including Sara- 
toga, Rockingham Park, Delaware Park, Bowie, 
Havre de Grace, and some less important ones. 
And of course once war was declared there was 
little chance of completing Garden State Park; it 
nevertheless ran off its schedule. 

But the shining target of all rumor was Tropi- 
cal Park. The Miami district was obviously hard 
hit by war preparation. It had not been built or 
arranged with hardship in mind. Most of the 
Miami Beach hotels had been taken over by the 
Army or the Navy. Transportation restrictions 
were against any great winter migration to the 
usual vacation districts. Gasoline rationing had 
spread, by December, to the entire nation, and 
neither of the Miami tracks was well served by 
public transportation facilities of the sort that 
are stui permitted to operate. By a stretch of 
the imagination, wealthy Hialeah Park might 
take its loss and run off its program, as it had 
done before. But Tropical, in its present hands 
for only a year, was not in a position to stand a 
loss. 

Then, on the eve of its opening, there was a 
complete shutdown on gasoline sales in the East, 
which may easily have looked to many like the 
final straw. Tropical Park officials said frankly 
they didn’t know what would happen, kept getting 
ready for the opening December 21. The re- 
establishment of sales of gasoline, though on a 
reduced scale, must have looked like a mile-wide 
hole on t..e rail, and on December 21 Tropical 
Park opened on schedule, thus leaving a 100 per 
cent score for the year on rumors of the closing 
of race tracks-—-100 per cent dead wrong. 

The opening day turned out to be a considerable 
surprise. Attendance was down sharply, from 
9,381 on opening day last year to 5,111 this sea- 
son. But betting passed any reasonable expecta- 
tion under the circumstances. The total for the 
day was $232,251, a decrease of only 8 per cent 
from the $252,847 of opening day in 1941. This 
has been the experience of many tracks this sea- 
son, but hardly to as marked a degree. The drop 
in attendance was about 45 per cent, but the bet- 
ting per capita was $45.44 on opening day, as 
against $26.95 last year. It was thus apparent 
that while a drop in gate receipts might amount 
to as much as 50 per cent, the more important 
matter of betting was considerably more en- 
couraging. 

Aware that racing in so exposed a position as 
Florida is more subject to sudden change than 
“ that in other communities, Tropical officials could 
hardly have considered themselves out of the 
woods on the strength of opening day, but it was 
heartening nevertheless. 

Whatever racing may run out of, there are al- 
ways enough horses, and Tropical Park’s inau- 
gural handicap filled so well it had to be split 
into two divisions, with 11 starters in each, de- 
spite five withdrawals from the original nomina- 
tions. The first division found Mrs. Ella K. Bry- 


son’s Joe Ray favored, but the 3-year-old was out- 
run, showing some signs of bearing out, and a 
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rather easy winner was Max Wexler’s Dispose, a 
Discovery colt which seems to show his best form 
in Florida. The second division found Mrs. Bry- 
son’s entry a 16-to-1 outsider, but a winner never- 
theless. This was Marksman, a 3-year-old son of 
Michigan Boy, and in this division the favorite, 
Bright Willie, was also unplaced. An allowance 
race for 2-year-olds at six furlongs was won by 
Milky Way Farm’s No Wrinkles, a son of Wise 
Counsellor which gets his name from his dam, 
the Man o’ War mare Crows Feet. 

Jockey Johnny Adams, who seems certain to be 
the year’s leading jockey in number of winners, 
rode the first winner of the Florida season. 


ARKANSAS 
Oaklawn Park Gets Dates 


N December 18 Gov. Homer M. Adkins of 

Arkansas sent a memorandum to the racing 
commission and to the newspapers, in which he 
expressed his opposition to the granting of dates 
for a 1943 meeting at Oaklawn Park. Last spring 
Governor Adkins had expressed approximately 
the same sentiment, but dates for a 1942 meeting 
had already been given. 

On December 19 the Arkansas Racing Commis- 
sion granted dates for a 1943 meeting of 30 racing 
days, beginning February 22, to Oaklawn Park, 
made a formal statement in recognition of the 
governor’s opposition to racing which said, in 
part: “More people will likely come to Hot 
Springs than ever before. The money spent at 
the race track will be almost exclusively by non- 
residents and will not hurt Arkansas citizens. 
We feel that a great number of Arkansans will 
not attend, and with our decreasing revenues the 
State treasury will need these funds, particularly 
old-age pensions. Furthermore races are being 
run in New Orleans, Florida, New York, and 
Maryland, also in England.”

An Extra Million 


When racing’s forces met in Chicago last March, 
they set a goal of $2,000,000 as the contribution 
of the sport to the war. Last week Herbert Bay- 
ard Swope, chairman of the Turf Committee of 
America, announced that contributions already in 
hand totaled $2,807,777, and that donations from 
Tropical Park, the Fair Grounds, Bay Meadows, 
and minor other sources as yet unreported would 
raise the figure to more than $3,000,000. Of the 
amount already raised, $2,559,391 came from the 
race tracks, the remainder from individual con- 
tributions. The “victory meeting’’ at Belmont 
Park after the close of the regular New York 
season raised a net total of $336,669, Mr. Swope 
announced.

Rule on Nerved Horses 


The Louisiana State Racing Commission, which 
had previously adopted a rule prohibiting the 
entry of horses which had been nerved, modified 
its position last week by amending this to allow 
nerved horses to start provided they had been ex- 
amined by the commission veterinarian and ap- 
proved for racing purposes.

Whitney Villa Burned 


One of the oldest of the Newport summer homes 
was destroyed December 21 when Whitney Villa, 
owned by the estate of the late Mrs. Harry Payne 
Whitney, was burned. Countess Laszlo Szech- 
enyi, a sister of Mrs. Whitney, and her two daugh- 
ters were living in the villa, took refuge in the 
homes of friends as zero temperatures hampered 
firemen.

ACE RECORD: Blue Larkspur raced three 

seasons. At two he was generally rated at 
the top of the list or very near it. He justified 
this appraisal by being the best 3-year-old of his 
year, and the next year he was also the best 4- 
year-old, as far as his very limited record that 
season could show. At two Blue Larkspur won 
the Juvenile and National Stallion Stakes and the 
Saratoga Special. At three, favored to win the 
Kentucky Derby, he unexpectedly wound up 
fourth on a track which was very muddy. He 
then won the Withers mile in 1:36, the Belmont 
Stakes, and the Classic Stakes, beating the Ken- 
tucky Derby winner Clyde Van Dusen. While 
preparing for the Miller Stakes at Saratoga Blue 
Larkspur bowed a tendon and was taken out of 
training. Despite his bow he was made ready for 
the races the next year and showed even greater 
class than at two and three, a remarkable feat. 
Under 121 pounds he beat Misstep and Sun Beau 
in the Stars and Stripes Handicap, running the 
14%-mile course in 1:49%, a full second under the 
track record. In the 14-mile weight-for-age 
Arlington Cup he beat Petee-Wrack, Toro, Sun 
Beau, Reveille Boy, and others, winning easily. 
This completed his racing career in which he won 
10 of his 16 starts, finished second three times, 
third once, and earned $272,070.

In this issue of THE BLOOD-HoRSE is published a recapitulation of all yearlings 
sold at public auction in North America in 1942. Stallions standing at Claiborne 
Stud ranked first, second, and third among the stallions whose get sold for the 20 high- 
est averages of the year. Only four times in the last 11 years has the get of any stal- 
lion, other than that of stallions now standing at Claiborne-Ellerslie, brought the high- 
est average price at yearling sales. 

*Blenheim II’s yearlings sold for the highest average price in 1942, marking the 
third time in the four years his American-bred get have been offered in yearling marts 
that he has headed the list. In 1941 he was third on the list of high averages. *Rhodes 
Scholar, whose first American get are 1942 yearlings, was second, and *Sir Gallahad 
III, twice the leader in 11 years, was third. *Sir Gallahad III also has been twice sec- 
ond, twice third, three times fourth, and twice fifth during the last 11 years. 

Other Claiborne-Ellerslie stallions among the top 20 for 1942 are Johnstown (sev- 
enth), Pompey (fourteenth), Stimulus (fifteenth), Flares (seventeenth), and the dead 
*Foray II (twentieth). In previous years the ranking of present Claiborne-Ellerslie 
stallions has been:

George M. Hendrie: Addenda 


A note from George C. Hendrie, of Toronto, in- 
cludes the following: 


In acknowledgement of your article in the issue of 
December 5, 1942, recounting the death of my uncle, 
Mr. George M. Hendrie. He had a great many as- 
sociates in the United States and while I trust you 
will not take the following as being in the slightest 
way critical of your report, I feel that certain cor- 
rections may be of assistance to your records. 

Mr. Hendrie was a son of the late William Hendrie, 
who was an honorary member of the Jockey Club 
(England). The late Col. William Hendrie was a 
brother, who was also president of the Ontario 
Jockey Club at the time of his death. Mr. Hendrie 
was associated for many years with the late Walter 
J. Palmer and actually had a very active interest in 
the breeding of Thoroughbreds and racing long be- 
fore the end of the last war. 

I think possibly the horse that he prized most was 
Great Britain, possibly being followed by Rancher.

Michigan "Loses'’ Money 


In the Detroit News of December 15, George 
Krehbiel pointed out that in 1942 the State of 
Michigan, which operates racing under a daily 
license fee plan, got $242,500 in revenue. If the 
State had operated instead with a 21% per cent 
tax on pari-mutuel turnover, the revenue would 
have been about $600,000. Thus the estimate 
was made that the present tax law cost Michigan 
about $350,000 last year. 

This of course is to say that if Michigan had 
taken more, it wouldn't have as little. If Michi- 
gan had operated with the Florida tax law, for 
example, its share of the pari-mutuel turnover 
would have been about $1,800,000, and it is thus 
possible to estimate that the present tax law 
“cost” the State $1,550,000, a very serious loss 
which might unbalance the State budget. 

However, Representative George N. Higgins has 
announced that he will introduce a bill into the 
Michigan Legislature at its next session to give 
the State a 21! per cent share in the pari-mutuel 
pools. A similar measure was introduced in 1941 
but died in the State Senate. 

Meanwhile the Detroit Racing Association has 
asked for a 10-year extension of its lease on the 
Fair Grounds, the present lease having six more 
years to run. The State Administrative Board 
has taken the request under advisement.
